Legislators  Back  State 
Fund  for  Childcare

On  Thursday,  Oct.  19  at  6  pm,  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  will  sponsor  a  community 
workshop  on  121 A  corporations,  the 
short-hand  name  for  Urban  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Corporations  which  are  exempt 
from  property  taxes  and  carry  the 
authority  of  eminent  domain.  The  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  will 
assist  in  the  workshop. 

Community  leaders  initiated  the 
workshop  after  Stephen  Coyle,  director 
of  the  BRA  suggested  that  Chinatown 
form  its  own  121A  corporation.  At  a 
meeting  before  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  (ACDC)  last 
Sept.  19,  Coyle  explained  that  a  121 A 
corporation  would  guarantee 
Chinatown’s  role  in  determining  its  own 
development  future. 

An  independent  corporation  with 
powers  of  eminent  domain  is  appealing  to 
Chinatown  community  leaders  who 
would  like  to  see  a  strategy  for  expanding 
Chinatown’s  current  boundaries. 
Specifically,  the  land  connected  to  the 
Central  Artery,  the  Hinge  block  on 
Washington  and  Beach  streets,  and  the 
Liberty  Tree  block  would  be  future  sites 
for  development. 


Three  bills  which  would  deny  un¬ 
documented  immigrants  or  non-citizens 
from  receiving  welfare,  health  and  hous¬ 
ing  benefits  were  debated  in  an  executive 
session  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of 
Representatives  on  Monday,  Oct.  16. 

Rep.  Larry  Giordano’s  bill  would  have 
the  most  far-reaching  effects:  H.6128 
would  make  U.S.  citizenship  a  require¬ 
ment  for  General  Relief  (GR),  the  state 
funded  public  assistance  program  for  the 
elderly,  infirm,  and  disabled. 

Bills  filed  by  Sen.  Lewis  (D-Jamaica 
Plain)  and  Sen.  Locke  (R-Wellesly) 
would  also  have  an  impact  on  un¬ 
documented  immigrants:  Sen.  Locke’s 
bill  would  require  the  state  to  verify  that 
applicants  for  all  public  services,  except 
emergency  medical  assistance,  are  U.S. 
citizens  or  legally  admitted  residents. 
Sen.  Lewis’s  bill  would  make  citizenship 
a  requirement  for  GR,  as  well  as  home 


A  Chinatown-controlled  corporation 
could  build  much  needed  affordable 
housing,  develop  Asian  owned 
businesses,  and  stave  off  the  rising  gen- 
trification  in  the  area,  William  Moy, 
chairman  of  the  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC)  said 
recently. 

A  diversified  organization  is  the  key  to 
maintaining  the  community’s  long-range 
goals  during  the  fifteen  year  duration  of  a 
121  A,  Moy  said.  The  corporation  can  re¬ 
apply  after  the  first  fifteen  years  to  con¬ 
tinue  for  another  25  years. 

For  the  last  few  weeks  interested 
members  of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  (ACDC),  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  (CEDC),  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA),  the  Asian  American  Chinatown 
Business  Association  (AACBA)  and  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  (CNC)  have  been  discussing  the 
121A  suggestion.  The  Oct.  19  meeting  is 
a  public  workshop  for  anyone  who  may 
have  questions  about  121 A  corporations.

mortgage  loans  and  other  services  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Massachusetts  Housing 
Finance  Agency. 

Although  legislators  Giordano 
(D-Methuen),  Lewis  (D-Jamaica  Plain), 
and  Locke  (R-Wellesley)  claim  this 
year’s  fiscal  crisis  requires  the  state  to 
abolish  services  to  non-citizens  and  the 
undocumented,  few  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants  use  welfare  or  social  services. 
According  to  the  Massachusetts  Immigra¬ 
tion  and  Refugee  Advocacy  Coalition 
(MIRA),  most  undocumented  immigrants 
are  able-bodied  males  who  are  not  eligi¬ 
ble  for  GR  benefits  or  welfare.  The  400 
or  500  undocumented  immigrants  who  do 
need  services  -  children,  elders,  and 
mothers  -  don’t  receive  help  from  any 
other  source,  and  are  in  critical  need. 
There  are  approximately  100,000  receiv-

When  both  parents  work  from  nine  to 
five  everyday,  twelve  months  of  the  year, 
where  do  their  children  go  after  school? 
Many  school-age  children-an  estimated 
130,000  in  Massachusetts-spend  the  time 
before  their  parents  come  home  without 
adult  supervision.  For  parents,  who  can¬ 
not  get  time  off  before  three  o’clock,  or 
must  work  during  the  child’s  vacations, 
those  unsupervised  hours  can  be  a 
nightmare. 

A  recent  bill  introduced  by  Barbara 
Hildt  (D-Amesbury)  may  finally  begin  to 
solve  what  even  legislators  in  a  fiscal 
squeeze  recognize  as  a  crisis.  The  bill 
would  establish  a  state  grants  program  to 
provide  start-up  funds  for  school-age 
child  care  programs.  Priorities  would  be 
made  for  low-income  neighborhoods,  and 
programs  which  train  teenagers  in 
childcare. 

The  need  for  after-school  care  is  on  the 
rise,  Hildt  discovered  in  a  study  of  state 
and  nation  wide  childcare.  In 
Massachusetts  by  1990,  there  will  be 
670,000  school-age  children  whose 
mothers  work,  yet  less  than  15  percent  of 
the  state’s  day-care  slots  are  available  for 
after-school  care. 

This  lack  of  care  puts  many  children  at 


risk,  Hildt  claims.  “Unsupervised 
children  and  young  teens  are  at  great  risk 
of  injury  through  household  accidents. 
They  are  also  more  likely  to  exhibit  anti¬ 
social  behavior  and  experiment  with 
drugs  and  alcohol.  But  perhaps  the 
greatest  cost  is  that  they  lose  out  on  the 
opportunity  to  ‘just  be  a  child’-  to 
develop  at  their  own  pace  in  a  safe  en¬ 
vironment.” 

Although  passage  of  the  bill  doesn’t 
guarantee  funding,  Hildt  is  optimistic  that 
if  the  new  federal  Action  for  Better 
Childcare  bill— a  three  billion  dollar  fund 
approved  by  the  House  and  Senate— isn’t 
vetoed  by  Pres.  Bush,  then  Massachusetts 
could  receive  federal  money. 

One  model  after-school  program  is 
located  near  Chinatown,  on  Stuart  St.  and 
run  by  Boston  Children’s  Service 
Association.  In  a  brightly  lit  room  filled 
with  books,  pictures,  and  games,  24 
children  gather  everyday  at  3  pm  to  share 
songs,  learn  Chinese,  eat,  and  do 
homework  until  5  pm  when  they  are 
walked  home  by  staff  teachers. 

All  of  the  children,  ranging  from  five 
to  eleven  years  old,  come  either  from 
Hong  Kong,  mainland  China,  or  Viet¬ 
nam.  Each  child  who  first  comes  to  the

racial  violence  -  pain- 
on  synagogues,  or 
racial  slurs  while  beating 
up  on  someone-  should  never  be 
called  simple  “assault  and  bat¬ 
tery”  or  “vandalism”  said 
speakers  in  a  conference  on  hate 
crimes  at  Northeastern  Univer¬ 
sity  last  week. 

Such  crimes  leave  the  victim 
and  society  with  permanent 
scars,  stressed  Sgt.  William 
Commander  of  the

Unit,  "It’s  only  a

put  your  head  inside  that  win¬ 
dow,  you’d  see  what  happens  to 
that  family.” 

Crimes  which  are  intended  as 
attacks  on  a  person’s  ethnic 
background,  racial  group,  or 
sexual  preference  are  called 
“hate  crimes”  by  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officials  and  carry  their 
own  penalties.  A  victim  can  seek 
a  civil  injunction  against  the  of¬ 
fender  which  has  geographical 
restrictions.  If  the  offender 
violates  the  injunction  by  com¬ 
ing  within  100  feet  of  the  victim, 
for  example,  or  harrassing  the 


victim  in  their  neighborhood, 
then  the  police  can  seek  a 
criminal  injunction  which  has  a 
ten  year  jail  sentence.  A  victim 
can  obtain  a  civil  injunction 
within  a  few  days,  much  faster 
than  a  criminal  injunction,  and 
without  the  heavy  burden  of  pro¬ 
of  necessary  for  a  criminal  case. 
A  civil  injunction  should  be  used 
by  any  victim  of  racial  violence 
because  it  provides  quick  protec¬ 
tion,  said  Kevin  Burke,  District 
Attorney  for  Essex  County,  in  a 
panel  on  civil  rights  violations.

United  States  says  Ron  Tow,  director  of 
the  Stuart  St.  after-school  program, 
suffers  as  the  “low  kid  on  the  totem 
pole,”  a  feeling  which  may  isolate  them 
for  a  while,  but  also  makes  them  more 
sympathetic  to  other  newcomers.  The 
children  at  the  center  receive  the  emo¬ 
tional  support  they  need  as  they  make 
transitions  from  one  culture  to  the  other. 
Tow,  who  was  raised  in  Chinatown,  said 
the  purpose  of  the  afterschool  program 
was  to  help  kids  become  less  isolated 
from  their  new  American  peers,  while 
teaching  them  about  their  own  Chinese 
heritage.  For  example.  Tow  said, 
because  all  children  like  hotdogs,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  their  ancestry,  Mrs.  Chen,  the 
78  year  old  cook,  prepares  them  for  the 
children  as  carefully  as  she  does  her 
delicious  fried  rice. 

Tow  names  the  lack  of  childcare  as  the 
number  one  concern  of  parents  in  the  ci¬ 
ty.  The  problem  dovetails  with  other  con¬ 
cerns  urban  parents  live  with  daily  :  fear 
for  their  children’s  safety  coming  home 
from  school,  or  fear  for  their  children’s 
exposure  to  drugs.  He  regrets  the 


Chinatown  center  can  only  serve  24 
children.  Currently,  50  families  remain 
on  a  waiting  list  that  usually  extends  for 
two  years.  Most  families  work  in  the 
restaurant  business  and  the  garment  in¬ 
dustry.  The  center  uses  a  sliding  scale  fee 
ranging  from  fifty  cents  to  five  dollars  an 
hour.  Most  working  parents,  Tow  said, 
could  never  afford  the  250  dollars  a  week 
it  takes  to  pay  for  private  child-care. 

City  Councilor  Rosaria  Salerno,  a  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  bill  who  visited  the  center 
recently,  commented  on  the  need  for  af¬ 
fordable  child-care  in  the  city,  “Even 
without  a  budget  crisis,  this  is  a  difficult 
issue  to  push.  These  are  good  parents 
who  because  of  their  economic  situation 
have  to  work.  Until  we  can  change  the 
perception  of  the  family,  it’s  an  uphill 
battle  to  loosen  the  purse-strings.” 

Parents  themselves  should  demonstrate 
for  childcare.  Tow  recommended.  “This 
issue  is  too  great,”  he  said.  “I’m  willing 
to  start  organizing.  Parents  can  call  me 
here  at  the  after-school  program  at 
482-6382  or  at  the  Boston  Children’s  Ser¬ 
vice  Association  at  267-3700.”

Planner  said  questions  such  as  eminent 
domain  and  the  tax  exempt  status  will  be 
discussed  at  the  meeting.  Community 
participation  is  essential,  she  said. 
“There  may  be  some  perception  that  this 
is  for  a  select  group  of  people.  That’s  not 
true.  Everyone  is  welcome  to  take  part.” 

Timing  and  cooperation  will  be  the 
critical  factors,  community  leaders  are 
saying. “We  needed  a  push  and  now 
we’ve  got  that.  Next  we  have  to  come 
together  and  work  it  out.  This  is  going  to 
be  a  long  process,  and  won’t  happen 
overnight,”  said  George  Joe,  director  of 
CNC.  Although  the  process  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  is  not  time  consuming,  Joe  noted,  the 
procedures  for  becoming  a  121 A  cor¬ 
poration  require  careful  planning. 

During  the  early  60’s,  at  the  height  of 
urban  renewal,  121A  corporations  were 
created  under  Massachusetts  law  in  order 
to  lure  developers  to  urban  areas  with 
high  property  tax  rates  or  areas  with  a 
low  market  appeal.  They  are  used 
primarily  for  low  and  moderate  income 
housing,  but  have  been  used  to  promote 
commercial  and  industrial  projects  as 
well.  According  to  the  original  intention

ing  GR  in  Massachusetts. 

General  Relief  benefits  are  small  300 
dollar  per  month  allotments  given  to  peo¬ 
ple  who  can’t  work  because  of  illness, 
physical  disability,  or  other  problems.  If 
they  are  over  65,  they  can  also  receive 
medicare,  and  if  they  are  the  head  of  a 
household  they  can  get  food  stamps. 
General  Relief  is  administered  through 
the  Dept,  of  Welfare.  Last  July,  Gover¬ 
nor  Dukakis  cut  one  million  dollars  from 
the  GR  program  as  part  of  his  budget  veto 
package. 

According  to  Herbert  Prichard,  from 
the  Office  for  Refugees  and  Immigrants, 
these  bills  and  others  like  them  signal  a 
rise  in  anti-immigrant  action.  In  early  Ju¬ 
ly,  Rep.  Tom  Finneran  filed  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  1989  supplemental  budget 
which  would  restrict  state  services  and 
benefits  to  citizens  and  legal  residents 
with  the  exception  of  foreign  students. 
The  bill  was  killed  in  conference  commit¬ 
tee.  Also  last  summer.  Rep.  Steven  D. 
Pierce  (R-Westfield)  authored  a  bill 
which  would  require  the  sate  to  use  the 
computerized  SAVE  system  that  can 
verify  a  welfare  applicant’s  citizenship. 
Because  the  law  would  cost  more  than  it 
would  save,  the  bill  didn’t  pass. 

Pat  Baker,  an  advocate  for  the 
Massachusetts  Lawyer’s  Reform  believes 
the  Lewis,  Locke  and  Giordano  bills,  if 
enacted,  would  violate  Massachusetts  and 
federal  laws  designed  to  protect  people 
who  are  foreign  bom.  Like  the  Giordano 


of  the  law,  profits  and  benefits  from 
121 A  corporation  ventures  go  right  back 
into  the  community.  In  Boston,  130 
corporations  have  been  granted  121A 
status. 

A  121A  corporation  does  not  pay  pro¬ 
perty  taxes  but  pays  a  mandatory  fee 
equal  to  one  percent  of  the  assessed  value 
of  the  property  plus  five  percent  of  the 
gross  income  from  all  sources.  The 
money  is  paid  to  the  State  Department  of 
Revenue  and  is  returned  to  the  city’s 
general  fund. 

Before  a  corporation  can  acquire  121 A 
status,  it  must  be  able  to  demonstrate 
capital  backing.  The  Dudley  Street 
Neighborhood  Intiative  (DSNI)  which 
received  121A  status  last  year  needed  a  4 
million  dollar  commitment  in  loans  from 
various  sources  before  it  could  be  approv¬ 
ed.  The  DSNI  will  develop  the  one  and 
half  square  miles  area  between  Dudley 
St.,  Blue  Hill  Ave  and  W.  Cottage  in 
Roxbury.  They  intend  to  invest  in 
upgrading  local  business  and  develop 
low,  moderate,  and  market  housing  in  the 
area.  Gus  Newport,  director  of  DSNI  will 
attend  the  Thursday  night  meeting  to 
answer  questions  about  how  they  receiv¬ 
ed  121A  status. 


bill  which  requires  a  six-month  residency 
in  the  state  before  a  person  can  collect 
GR,  a  bill  introduced  in  1979  requiring  a 
three  year  residency  was  found  un¬ 
constitutional  because  it  violated  a  per¬ 
son’s  freedom  to  travel.  Similar  laws 
throughout  the  country  have  been  struck 
down,  Baker  said,  because  they  deny 
equal  protection  under  state  and  federal 
constitutions. 

The  impact  of  this  legislation  on  un¬ 
documented  persons  would  be  immense, 
even  though  the  numbers  of  violators 
can’t  be  more  than  600,  Baker  added. 
“This  is  building  social  policy  on  the 
basis  of  an  aberration.  You  are  giving 
license  to  harrass  anyone  who  looks 
foreign  bom.  It  is  a  poorly  motivated  at¬ 
tempt  to  target  a  population  that  is 
perceived  by  people  as  unpopular.” 

Rep.  Giordano  said  his  bill  originated 
when  he  discovered  that  an  incarcerated 
man,  married  to  a  woman  in  his  consti¬ 
tuency,  was  receiving  GR.  Because  of 
budget  cuts  to  the  GR  program,  Giordano 
said  he  was  concerned  that  people  who 
really  needed  benefits  were  being  denied, 
while  others,  such  as  the  prisoner  or  un¬ 
documented  immigrants,  were  receiving 
them.  Although  Giordano  admitted  that 
the  prisoner  was  a  citizen,  when  asked 
why  his  bill  targets  the  small  number  of 
undocumented  persons,  he  said,  “I  have 
people  here  in  Methuen  who  need  help 
and  can’t  get  it.  There  are  people  who  are 
here  illegally,  and  they  should  be 
deported.”  C.A.

The  conference  was  sponsored 
by  Northeastern’s  Center  for 
Applied  Social  Research,  Col¬ 
lege  of  Criminal  Justice  and  the 
Anti-Defamation  League. 
Educators,  advocates,  and  law 
enforcement  officials  explored 
topics  such  as  police-school  rela¬ 
tions,  law  enforcement  response 
civil  rights  violations,  and  the 
growth  of  the  skinhead,  or  neo- 
nazi  movement  in  high  schools. 

Andrew  Leong,  from  Greater 
Boston  Legal  Services,  and 
director  of  the  Asian  Outreach 
Project  stressed  the  need  for 
community  people  to  be  involv¬ 
ed  in  victim  support  projects.  In 
that  way,  he  said,  the  various 
protection  projects  would  reach 
the  people  in  need. 

Victims  often  don’t  know 
how  to  respond  to  racial  attacks, 
Leong  explained.  After  hearing 
racial  slurs  on  a  daily  basis, 
many  people  keep  their  guard 


up  and  don’t  respond.  Programs 
designed  to  help  victims  should 
look  into  how  the  victims  live 
with  their  fears.  Many  don’t 
answer  their  phones,  or  go  out 
of  their  homes. 

A  sensitive  police  force  is 
vital,  Leong  stressed,  especially 
for  the  Asian  community  which 
frequently  does  not  trust  authori¬ 
ty.  Many  new  immigrants  have 
had  terrifying  encounters  with 
police  in  their  own  countries, 
and  are  justifiably  afraid  of  seek¬ 
ing  help  here. 

A  number  of  the  panelists 
spoke  about  the  need  for  early 
education  on  stereotypes,  racial 
.crime,  and  conflict  resolution. 
Libby  Chiu,  a  volunteer  for  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Commis¬ 
sion  believes  that  the  Boston 
Youth  Theater,  which  en¬ 
courages  teenagers  to  sing,  act, 
and  work  as  a  group  educates 
youth  most  effectively.  One  of 


her  major  concerns  is  the  lack  of 
concerted  backing  behind  pro¬ 
jects  which  succeed.  In  a  time  of 
fiscal  crisis,  programs  such  as 
the  Boston  Youth  Theater  will 
fade  away. 

If  the  Boston  Youth  Theater, 
the  Arts  Council  and  the  School 
Department  could  join  together, 
she  said,  the  impact  of  theater  as 
education  would  be  much 
broader.  Another  problem 
which  successful  programs  en¬ 
counter,  she  said,  is  they  can’t 
be  re-funded.  Most  foundations 
only  look  for  new  projects,  and 
the  media  soon  tires  of  a  project 
like  the  Boston  Youth  Theater. 
“They’ll  cover  -the  first  rehear¬ 
sal  maybe  and  then  the  perfor¬ 
mance,  but  who  will  know  about 
all  of  the  changes  and  growth 
which  took  place  rehearsal  after 
rehearsal?”  she  pointed  out.

Chinatown  Fire  Rages  and  Destroys  Ming’s

The  fire  on  Essex  street  which 
raged  for  at  least  two  hours  last 
Thursday  and  then  smoldered 
dangerously  for  another  day 
destroyed  not  only  Ming’s, 
Chinatown’s  best  loved  market, 
but  also  wiped  out  at  least  eight 
businesses.  Approximately  50 
supermarket  workers  and  55 
garment  workers  now  have  no 
jobs. 


Called  the  worst  fire  in  three 
years,  Fire  Commissioner  Leo 
D.  Stapleton  traced  the  cause  to 
illegal  welding  by  a  contractor 
working  for  the  building’s 
owner,  Samuel  Lappas. 

A  flaring  illegal  torch  was  not 
soley  responsible  for  the  fire’s 
fierce  growth,  however. 
Witnesses  said  firetrucks  were 
blocked  by  a  fish  delivery  truck 


and  illegally  parked  cars.  And 
because  of  low  water  pressure 
and  dry  hydrants,  fire-fighters 
could  not  direct  their  hoses  for  at 
least  ten  minutes. 

To  add  to  these  life- 
threatening  conditions,  at  the 
height  of  the  blaze,  fireworks 
exploded  inside  on  a  floor  above 
Ming’s.  Firemen  discovered 
2,000  lbs.  of  illegal  fireworks  in 
81  and  79  Essex  streets.  Later, 


they  discovered  a  propane  gas 
tank  that  fortunately  had  not  ex¬ 
ploded. 

Miraculously,  all  occupants 
-workers,  unlisted  residents,  and 
ten  children  from  a  day-care 
center  -were  evacuated  in  time. 
The  fire  department,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Inspectional  Services 
and  other  city  agencies  have  in¬ 
itiated  an  investigation  of  the 
fire.  They  will  also  do  a

Asian  American  Women  Bridge  Cultures 


Making  Waves,  An  An¬ 
thology  of  Writings  by  and 
About  Asian  American 
Women  Edited  by  Asian  Women 
United  of  California,  Beacon

As  the  preface  to  this  richly 
diverse  anthology  makes  clear, 
Making  Waves  intends  to  rock 
the  boat,  to  defeat 
anystereotypes  of  the  passive, 
subservient  Asian  woman. 

Collected  and  edited  by  Asian 
Women  United  of  California, 
this  481  page  anthology  includes 
the  voices  of  women  whose 
roots  travel  back  to  China, 
Japan,  Korea,  the  Philippines, 
South  Asia  and  Southeast  Asia. 
Vividly  written  memoirs, 
essays,  poems,  and  stories 
testify  to  the  long  struggle  Asian 
women  have  endured  battling 
not  only  this  country’s  exclu- 
sionist  immigration  laws,  and 
poverty  wages,  but  also  their 
own  conflicts  of  culture  and 
identity. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding 
features  of  this  collection  is  its 
seamless  weaving  of  so  many 
varied  backgrounds  and  voices. 
Despite  the  wide  differences  in 
age  and  topic  among  the  authors, 
the  collection  resembles  a  long 
conversation  between  mothers, 
daughters,  and  grandmothers 
across  a  wide  cultural  distance. 
Distinctive  section  headings 
such  as  “Where  Rivers  Move: 
Generations,’’ 
“Thunderstorms:  Injustice,” 
and  ‘‘Making  Waves: 
Activism,”  clarify  outstanding 
themes  while  also  providing  a 
coherent  statement  as  a  whole. 

Sucheta  Mazumdar’s  in¬ 
troduction,  ‘‘A  Woman- 
Centered  perspective  on  Asian 
American  History”  and  Judy 
Yung’s  “  A  Chronology  of 
Asian  American  History”  helps

to  locate  the  Asian  American 
woman  in  a  history  which  has 
made  her  almost  invisible.  Very 
few  people  would  recall  that  the 
United  States  denied  immigra¬ 
tion  to  Chinese  women  because 
they  were  suspected  of  prostitu¬ 
tion,  or  women  who  did  work  as 
prostitutes  in  San  Francisco  dur¬ 
ing  the  1850’s-1870’s  were 
sometimes  kidnapped  and 
enslaved  by  brothel  owners. 

It  is  also  valuable  to  be 
reminded  of  the  numerous  im¬ 
migration  laws  that  were  passed, 
from  the  overtly  racist  Chinese 
Exclusion  Act  of  1882,  to  the 
period  from  1924  to  1943,  when 


Asians  were  denied  citizenship 
through  naturalization.  After 
1943,  immigration  was  permitted 
on  a  quota  system  which  allowed 
between  100  and  150  Asians  to 
enter.  War  brides  and  the 
families  of  U.S.  citizens  were 
the  only  exceptions.  These  laws 
had  a  direct  influence  on  how 
women’s  lives  progressed,  and 
how  Asian  communities  in  the 
United  States  developed. 

For  example,  as  an  outcome 
of  the  1907  “Gentlemen’s 
Agreement  Act  which  barred 
immigration  of  Japanese  and 
Korean  laborers,  yet  permitted 
wives  to  join  husbands  in  the 


United  States,  a  flourishing 
trade  in  “picture  brides”  was 
created.  Numerous  women 
headed  for  the  United  States, 
already  married  by  proxy  to  a 
man  they  had  only  seen  in  a 
photograph.  Arriving  monthly 
from  Japan  and  Korea  during  the 
early  part  of  the  century,  these 
women  often  had  few  options  for 
survival  in  their  own  countries. 
Because  men  were  not  allowed 
to  re-enter  Japan  or  Korea  once 
they  were  working  in  the  United 
States,  the  influx  of  picture 
brides  led  to  the  stability  and 
growth  of  Asian  American  com¬ 
munities. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  those  days 
when  marriages  were  arranged 
by  families  are  the  current 
“mail-order  bride”  businesses 
sprouting  up  in  the  United 
States.  These  catalogue  listings 
of  marriageable  women,  mostly 
from  the  Philippines,  writes 
Venny  Villapando,  often  appeal 
to  Caucasian  males  who  have 
been  disappointed  by  women  in 
their  own  country.  In  her  article, 
Villapando  states  that  a  man 
looking  for  an  Asian  wife  can 
purchase  a  twenty  dollar 
catalogue  order  form,  or  spend 
twenty  thousand  dollars  for  a 
videotape  introduction  to  the 
woman  of  his  dreams.  One 
company  which  deals  with 
Filipino  women  recently  grossed 
an  income  of  $250,000.  The 

J  apanese  American  Citizens 
League  has  been  active  in  poin¬ 
ting  out  how  these  companies 
maintain  a  stereotyped  view 
of  Asian  women.  One  of  the 
most  disturbing  outcomes  of  this 
matchmaking  business  they 
claim  is  that  many  women  who 
don’t  know  the  immigration 
laws  in  the  United  States  are 
often  intimidated  by  husbands 
who  threaten  to  deport  them  if 
they  don’t  obey.

thorough,  they  hold  the  imagina¬ 
tion  like  good  short  stories. 
“My  Mother’s  Purple  Dress” 
tells  how  a  Vietnamese  woman 
slowly  recovers  from  the  death 
of  her  mother  who  did  not  sur¬ 
vive  the  perilous  escape  from 
Vietnam.
